- An unusual first novel is 
FALSE ENTRY by Hortense Cal- 
isher who is well known for her 
stories in the New Yorker. It is 
at root a study of American man- 
hers during the last forty years 
and is receiving excellent re- 
views. In fact, one reviewer 
states “FALSE ENTRY” remains 
one of-the few striking fictional 
achievements within 
times. 

«Taylor Caldwell’s large audi- 
ence will want to read her lat- 
est, A PROLOGUE TO LOVE. 
Without seemingly intending to 
be, this is a very tragic story of 
the country’s richest woman who 
had been so conditioned by her 
strange childhood that she never 
learned how to live, how to love. 
or how to use her money. This 
is good reading for those of us 
who have to work for a living 
since the story of great wealth 
is not a pretty one — as envis- 
ioned in this book. 

‘Another major — and long 
novel just received is SPIRIT 
LAKE by MacKinlay Kantor, a 
story about the Spirit Lake In- 
dian massacre and other events 
of that historical period (1857). 
Some is fact, some’ legend and 
myth there is variety and 
pace and a zest for story telling. 
though it is inclined to drag at 
times. 

A candidate for the best seller 
list is THE MOON AND THE 
THORN by B. J. Chute, author 
of GREENWILLOW.

After 
30 years in France, a woman 
who ran away with her sister’s 
beau returns home hoping to re- 
capture her youthful 
ship with her sister — 
unprepared for complete rejec- 
tion and the villagers taking 
sides.

REPORT CARDS 


THERE HAS BEEN a great 
wailing and gnashing among the 
scholars ’round and about last 
week. This had been report 
card week, and to hear some of 
the expressions dribbling from 
the mouths of the so-called stu- 
dents, you would think report 
cards were: both unexpected and 
unheard of. “I’ve been had,’ 
quotes one scholar, by which he 
no doubt means, ‘‘Life is stern, 
and life is just.”

BELIEVE ME, I DISCOVER- 
ED that a prophet is without 
honor in his own home, very 
quickly, as the topic on the 
phone shifted to the general 
density of parents. After the 
last week flurry, the great day 
arrives, and the popularity of 
teachers soars to new heights. 
We have yet to discover a pupil 
who doesn’t somehow suspect 
that he or she should have got- 
ten a little better grade. Na- 
turally, this type of reaction dis- 
courages a feeling of together- 
ness between teacher and pupil. 

WHATEVER THE REACTION 
or the pain or the agony engen- 
dered by these little mementos, 
we still believe report cards are 
a good thing. They do stimulate 
some studying and they do give 
some indication of what the pu- 
pil is doing. For a time, there 
were certain dreamers in the 
field of education who felt that 
grading and report cards were a 
very bad thing indeed. Appar- 
ently, if a pupil regularly added 
two and two and got five, or 
spelled ‘‘cat’’, d-o-g, and it were 
called to his attention by a 
grade of F, it would leave per- 
manent scars on his psyche. 

WITH REPORT CARDS, we 
encourage right answers and let 
the psyche take care of itself; 
scars or no scars. It takes study-
